BERLIN, Oct. 23—A movement has 


been started here to arouse the public 
to the excessive cost of the navy Dur- 
ing the present Emperor's reign, the 
annual expenditure on the fleet has In- 
creased from $12,500,000 to $100,000,000. 
Not a few Germans are discovering that 
thin Is too much and their discovery has 
BO doubt been assisted by the pinch of 
taxes

everyday con- 


sumption. The campaign for the revi- 
sion of the navy law, or In other terms 
the building of fewer ships than are pro- 
vided Tor In the naval program, Is, how- 
mw, quite distinct from any advocacy 
W the limitation of armaments. 
The 


promoters of the movement have studi- 
ously avoided any assertion that Germany 
ought to bind herself to any understand- 
ing with Great Britain aa to respecting 
the latter's claim to supremacy at rea, 
The whole matter is put out on the point 
of need for economy, and on the argru- 
roent that for the purpose of protecting 
her commerce and colonies Germany does 
not require so many huge battleships as 
It was proposed to build 


CHANGES AT KRUPP'S. 


A number pf important changes are re- 


ported to have been made on October 1 
tn the management of the great Krupp 
firm of Essen. 
The chairman of the 


Board ot Directors, Herr Rolger, is suc- 
ceeded by Herr Hugenberg of Frankfurt, 
and three other directors, together with 
the head of the armour plates office and 
other officers of the company have re- 
tired. The Essen correspondent of the 
Lokalanzeiger sa><3 tliat one cf the new 
directors, who ha.s for some time been 
"toad of the political department tef the 
firm of Krupp," is to take over the man- 
agement of an * i;\ angelical daily paper, ' 
which has been acquired by the firm 
The same correspondent Is responsible for

,OF HUNTINGTON SCHOOL. 


Hawley Is a product of the Huntington 


school of railroading. He connects the 
creative conditions that came into exist- 
ence when the Sacramento merchant con- 
ceived the colossal and daring project of 
sealing- the Sierras and spanning a cont- 
inent with iron rails, and carried it into 
execution, and the methods of today, 
which demand the highest efffcif-ncy in 
transportation and which place railroads 
at the very head of the world's move- 
jnent securities. 


It was as the confident of C. P. Hunt- 


Sngton and the most potential factor in 
the group of men that the then master 
of transcontinental railways raised to 
dlroct the energies of his great system, 
that first drew the attention of "Wall 
Street to Edwin Hawley. Huntington's 
judgment of men \v as unerring. 
He 


measured their capacity at a glance. At 
their first meeting, when Hawlsy was 
contracting1 agent in New York for a. 
Combination of "Western railroads, In- 
iclifding the Burlington, the Rock Island 
and the Xorth Western. Huntmgton re- 
cognized Hawley's ability and made liim 
en offer to join his brilliant galaxy of 
coadjutors. Hawley at first demurred to 
resigning from the important position 
that he then he'd as the New York 
representative of the Chicago combina- 
tion; but Huntlnston persisted and the 
famous pioneer of transcontinental rail- 
ways, who never failed In securing the 
men he sought to serve his Interests, 


soon had the name of Edwin Hawley on 
his payroll. 


HAWLEY AND HUNTINGTON.

for the Southern Pacific Company and 
shortly afterwards w*s raised by Hunt- 
ington's orders to the position of as- 
sistant traffic manager. From that time 
on Ills powers were increased In* the 
councils of the Southern Pacific Company 
and lie stood first among those in whom 
Hur tington placed confidence and who 
had the Influence to sway hla judgment.

MAN OF RETICENCE. 


One of the notable characteristics of 


the young railroadmen was his reticence. 
He was known to be "close mouthed." It 
was a quality that appealed to Hunting- 
ton 
whose great preachment In his 


philosophy was "never let any one know 
•what you are after until you get it." 


His own* failure to consistently observe 


this rule by a too free expression of 
opinion concerning those who opposed 
him set at his heels about the worst 
band of snarling and vicious (I etractors 


but angered at Harriman's demand. The 
old lion was aroused 
and 
when 
the 


financial world was on the tip toe of 
expectancy In anticipation of a gigantic 
struggle, Huntington died. 


Then Hawloy came to the fore In 


directing the affairs of his former chief's 
great railroad system. He had acquired 
considerable holdings of Southern Pacific 
stock which with those controlled by 'the 
Huntington estate made him the conse- 
quential factor in transferring the road 
to Harriman against the opposition of 
the interests held by the Crocker and 
Stanford estates. 


GREAT GENERALSHIP. 


In this deal he exhibited superb gen- 


eralship and drove & bargain that en- 
riched the Huntington estate far *beyond 
expectations. He compelled Harriman to 
pay his price and while the transaction 
earned for him the lasting friendship of 
the widow and Henry E. Huntington, the 
nephew of the dead railroad king, It is 
said, it was the thorn that rankled In the 
memory of Harriman and led to the bit- 
ter strife which grew up between the 
two men. 


In the reorganization of the Southern 


Pacific after Harriman came Into pos- 
session common report had it that Haw- 
ley was to figure conspicuously in its 
affairs. 
Harriman. failed, however, to 


carry out the understanding as rumor 
had it and Hawley was made only 
nominal factor in Its concerns. 


Finding opportunity shortly afterwards 


to obtain control over the Chicago and 
Alton road, Harriman again led Hawley, 
who had acquired 
considerable 
share 


holdings In the line, Into the belief that 
he would he provided for In ^Its reor- 
ganization and thereby secured his sup- 
port in the battle for control. 


HARRIMAN'S REVENGE. 


Harriman failed to forfeit his agree- 


ment and Hawley began his war upon 
the former, which resulted finally in the 


EDWIIX HAWUBY 


flrst Waterloo Harriman encountered In 
his marvelous career. 


Hawley quietly acquired the outstand- 


ing shares of the Alton and before the 
railroad king could save himself Hunt- 
ington's protege was in command of the 
situation ana Harriman routed. Not sat- 
isfied with one Waterloo for the monarch 
of the Southern Pacific, 
Hawley 
was 


quietly preparing for another. When Har- 
riman was at the very zenith of his 
power and preparing to give the death 
blow to James J. Hill of the Great North- 
ern, his hand was stayed.

In Hill's hands It would prove a power- 


ful adjunct In the war against Harriman. 


It Invaded the southern field where 


Harriman reigned supreme and It was a 
medium that would serve to divert a 
great share of the southern cotton crop, 
destined for Oriental ports, from Harri- 
mari's Pacific Mail steamers to Hill's fleet 
running out of Seattle. 


Harriman great as he was had over- 


looked this breach in his own lines. 


HAWLEY HELD THE CITADEL. 


Hawley had not been oblivious to Its 


possibilities and when the battle'started 
Harriman discovered too late that the 
man who had ousted him from the Alton 
stood over him again with the drawn 
sword.

Peace was established and the 


Colorado Southern became enrolled in the 
Hill system at a net profit to Hawley of 
$500,000.

She returned to TCew York under

Xew York paper a report 
of her marriage to Mr. Todd at

uiaily caught the attention of the public. 
But Count De Lambert often performs 
much more difficult and dangerous feats." 
TURNING QUICKLY MORE DIFFICULT. 


"What, for Instance?" the correspond- 
ent queried. 


"Turning quickly in a short space," 


Wright 
answered 
without 
hesitation. 


"That Is much more dan?"rous than flying 
across the countrv. 
The danger In, the 


flight over Palls was that the machine 
might bo forced to come down, and in 
planning for a landing place descend on 
th& heads of a croud and hurt some one 
I told Lambert at t h > iime that I hoped 
attempts to fly over cities would be aban- 
doned.

SAFER THAN AUTOMOBILE. 


"Personally, I am opposed

motor stops?" the correspondent asked.

The Discovery of More Bret Harte 
Tman in Brooklyn, N. Y., has performed an un- 
tisui.l, perhaps a unique, literary feat, and bibliophiles 
who thought they possessed the complete writings of 
Bret Harte will have to take a new account of Kbrary 
stock. 
Harte 
wrote two lectures—one on "The" 


Argonauts of '49," the other on "American Humor." 
The first w as deln ered twelve or fifteen times in this 
country during the years 1872-3 and twice in London 
about ten years later. The latter was delivered several 
times in Eastern cities in 1S74-5. Harte was not a big 
success as a lecturer even in the days when the lyceum 
was popular, and his two lectures were not preserved 
by him nor ever printed in their entirety. The news- 
papers, however, gave considerable Space to the event 
whenever Harte appeared on the platform, and they 
published such fragments and quotations from his 
words as impressed or suited the whim of the re- 
porters. Now this Brooklyn man conceived the idea of 
digging tip all these newspaper accounts and from 
them reconstructing the two lectures, something as a 
professor of paleontology reconstructs a pterodactyl 
from the scraps of bones he finds in the rocks; but the 
paleontological sharp is frequently suspected of draw- 
ing largely upon imagination when he builds up an 
animal of the paleozoic nge, while the Brooklyn man 
thinks he has discovered enough direct quotations In 
the dusty files to reproduce the text of Harte's two 
lectures exactly as they were delivered. The amount 
ot labor and research involved in this undertaking 
would have discouraged anyone but an enthusiast, but 
the result has added a valuable item to the bibliography 
of one of the three foremost Californian writers. The 
Drookhn man has published these rehabilitated lec- 
tures in book form, together with tl'ree little known 
fables that Harte wrote for a Chicago hospital fund, 
and that otherwise might have been lost. The little 
book is a handsome piece of typography and is illus- 
trated by Merle Johnson, a New York artist, who be- 
gan hi-s career in this city. It is, however, limited to 
one hundred copies, so that this resurrected writing 
will not be accessible to many of the numerous lovers 
of Ilarte's work. 


How Phelan Fixed Santos Dumont 


Recent references to the Spencer F. Eddys, in rela- 


tion to their change of intention tc spend the winter 
season in California, has called attention afresh to the 
rumor that came from Parts some time since that Mr?. 
Eddy, 'then the beautiful Lurline Spreckcls, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Gus Spreckcls, was to marry Santos 
Dumont, who for a time attracted world-wide atten- 
tion as a daring aviator. 


In one bundle of gossip from the gay French capital 


came the story of the engagement of Lurline Spreckels 
and Santos Dumont. In a subsequent package of 
Parisian social chater came a tale of -why that engage- 
ment; or a relation between the fair American and the 
famous Frenchman, expected to culminate in a be- 
trothal, came to a sudden ending. 


The story runs that James D. Phelan, our own un- 


esteemed Jimmy, while on a visit to Paris became 
quite chummy with Dumont. One day the pair were 
ot't for a lark, which included sightseeing and renew- 
ing acquaintance with the gayer life of the always gay 


and James had as their companions two French ladies 
sometimes called peasant girls. 


As the revel progressed, so the Paris correspondent 


relates, it was proposed that the party have their 
pictures taken- in a group as a souvenir or memento 
of the pleasurable occasion. Here it was that Phelan 
gave evidence of those foxy qualities that have »n- 
deared him to those who have had reason to know him 
as a gentleman of peculiar chivalrous propensities. As 
the photographer was about to "snap" the picture 
Jiminie left the automobile so that but three—Santos 
Dumont and the two ladies—remained to form the 
group that was to be a memento of the escapade. 


But Phelan did not confine the proofs that he is cer- 


tainly a chevalier on whose escutcheon the coyote as 
well as the fabled reynard might well be quartered. 
The Parisian budget relates that James Dnval Phelan 
showed a picture of the group to Mis? Lu-line Spreck- 
els, and his remarkable code of chivalry prevented his 
fairly relating the circumstances under which a photo- 
graph of Dumont and two cocottes hai been taken in 
group. 


Even the possibility of an engagement between 


Santos Dumont and the beautiful Miss Spreckels be- 
came a thing of the past from the moment the Hon- 
orable Sir Knight Phelan submitted the picture to Ihe 
gaze of the lady.

.William Randolph Hearst's nomination as a

sent him and his wife to this city. They went to live 
on Howard street, near Fourth, and were there about 
two weeks when the great disaster of April 18, 1906, 
occurred. Mr. Hearst arrived here a few days later. 
Man and wife readily got an audience with him. They 
asked him to help them return to New York, as they 
had lost their all in the fire. The newspaper proprietor 
did more than they requested. He sent them hack on 
first-class tickets, with a Pullman section and enough 
gold to pay for their meals on a trip much longer than 
the time required for them to reach New York. And 
how man and wife thanked the newspaper owner when 
they left his office to start back East. 


Money From Alaska 


Two men named Evans and Conway, with offices 


in the Metropolis Savings and Trust Bank at Market 
and New Montgomery streets, are here, from Jnneau 
to invest their money in San Francisco income-pay- 
ing property. Both men have been successful in gold, 
copper and coal mines in Southeastern Alaska and are 
credited with having $750,000 available for invest- 
ment here. They plan to purchase a site and erect on 
it a structure to be called the Juneau building. Nego- 
tiations with that object in view are now pending. Ac- 
cording to these men, Southeastern Alaska alone has 
millions in undeveloped copper, gold' and coal, and J.

Smith. In each case it took the man about a week to 
finish the lettering. In doing so he had to use an 
optician's microscope.

the painstaking care of such work can easily be im- 
agined. Mr. Smith has been offered all sorts of in- 
ducements to part with his odd treasure, but has re- 
fused them all. He considers it a family heirloom and 
as such zealously guards it from possible loss or dam- 
age. The Russian workman gave the two grains of 
wheat thus lettered to Mr. Smith's father as gifts out 
of gratitude for what he had done for him. 


Story About Malcolm Garnet!.

Eggs and Chickens 


R. L. Martin of the United States Census Bureau, 


Washington, D. C., who has been at the .St. Francis 
for several'days, has some interesting things to say 
about poultry and eggs. He says the census to be 
taken next year will have very complete figures on 
the poultry business because every establishment 
which has an output of $200 annually or requires the 
larger part of one person's time will be included. The 
other day at Petaluma he was told that if all the 
chickens in that section were placed on one roost it 
would be 100 miles long. One incubator in that dis- 
trict hatches 110,000 chicks a month and many are 
.immediately shipped in specially prepared crates for 
hundreds of miles. They can go withort food or 
water for several weeks, but under no circumstances 
are the chicks to be given water or food unlil seventy- 
five hours after the hatching process.

(parts of California and neighboring States, and 
atom many points east of the Rockies.

I ruins, compared \\ith which the ruins of the an- 
cient cities of Pompeii and Herculaneum sunk into 
Significance, had been restored on a larger, costlier, 
'qiore magnificent and more durable form than 
ithey were in before the great catastrophe, in the 
fcjfief period of three and one-half years. And in 
this respect the festival has been a marvelous suc- 
cess. 
Accredited representatives of the civ- 


Uized nations of the Old World have been 
present through the week bearing witness to 
the grit and energy which the people of the west- 
ern metropolis have displayed in the gigantic work 
df rehabilitation which they started before the 
^»hes in which the city had been laid low had fair- 
fir cooled. And in the heart'of that business quar- 
ter there is only the newness of the magnificent 
structures that have been erected since the work 
of rehabilitation began, and the patches of ruins 
which still surround the so-called down-town sec- 
tion to suggest the unprecedented calamity which 
Ifefsll the city in those awful three days of earth- 
quake and consuming flame in April, 1906. Will- 
JSg messengers will convey the intelligence of 
San Francisco's marvelous rise Phoenix-like from 
its ruins and its ashes to every capital in Europe 
and to the more ancient nations of the Orient. The 
Portola festival is, therefore, the greatest advertise- 
ment of San Francisco's resurrection, greatness 
and stability that could have possibly been ob- 
tained by any process. 


The direct fruits will be to strengthen San 


'Ffcancisco's credit in the money and commercial 
centers of the world; to attract capital for invest- 
ment in its future development and to assure its 
future permanency as the financial center of the 
Pacific Coast. And, in the light of the early com- 
pletion of the Panama Canal and the diversion of 
the world's commerce to the Pacific ocean, it will 
turn the tide of emigration to the shores of San 
Francisco bay, each newcomer eager to reap a 
share of the enormous benefits which this section 
of the country is surely on the eve of harvesting. 
WKile, naturally San Francisco will reasonably 
hope to reap the larger share of those benefits no 
thoughtful student of the conditions existing here 
can fail to recognize the proportionate benefits 
which are sure to accrue to Oakland and neigh- 
boring communities on the eastern shore of the 
bay.

Russia Preparing for War. 


Russia 
is preparing for another struggle 


•with Japan to recover her lost prestige in the Ori- 
ent and, indirectly, the ultimate supremacy of the 
far eastern shores of Asia. Not only has she re- 
tained her grip on Harbin and a large part of 
Northern 
Manchuria, is double - tracking the 


Trans-Siberian railroad and otherwise increasing 
the facilities for the transportation of troops across 
the Asiatic continent, but she is likewise coloniz- 
ing Siberia with men who will do the double ser- 
vice of developing the agricultural resources of the 
soil, to serve as a source of food supply, and be 
ready to respond to the call to military duty when 
the signal for a resumption of the 
conflict is 


given. 


Russia is. moreover, adopting xher old tactics 


of endeavoring to foment an anti-Japanese preju- 
dice in the United States through the publication 
of inspired articles to incite American antagonism 
against Japan, ba^ed on alleged violations of the 
Cjen-door in Manchuria, and to intensify public 
•sentiment in this country agamst inter-racial as- 
similation. 
Before the late Russo-Japanese war, 


which she studiously worked to bring about under 
the belief that the results \\ould be just the re- 
verse of what they were, she flooded the lecture 
field in the United States with her paid agents to 
arouse popular sentiment in this country in her 
own favor in the approaching struggle. 


One thing is certain, however, the Japanese are 


unquestionably just as industriously and unosten- 
tatiously preparing themselves for the new war of 
conquest which the Muscovite is planning to in- 
augurate when ready as they were during the 
nine years which followed immediately after their 
forcible expulsion from Port Arthur, shortly after 
the close of the war with China and its occupa- 
tion by Russian troops. And the little brown men 
will probably be found, when the tocsin of war is 
sounded^ quite as well, if not far better, prepared 
for the second contest for supremacy than they 
were when the late wax 


Transbay Passenger Movement 


The records of the transbay ferry companies 


shows that at least 250,000 visited San Francisco 
from this side of the bay to witness Thursday's 
parade, according to the reports given out by ferry 
officials. That these estimates are too low is man- 
ifest from the fact that the narrow gauge ferry 
boats are credited with having carried only 1200. 
On ordinary days, as everybody knows who has 
traveled that route, every Southern Pacific Com- 
pany ferry boat leaving Alameda mole between 
6:18 .a m. and 9:33 a. m. carries a larger number 
of passengers than that. 
On Thursday every 


South Pacific Coast boat leaving Alameda mole 
carried between the hours of 6:38 a. m. and 12 m. 
at least 3000 passengers each, possibly more, as 
every one. .was loaded to the guards. In all prob- 
ability, over 300,000 were transported, across the 
bay from this side, if the real facts were known 
and Alameda county were given the proper credit. 
But there are some curious agencies still mysteri- 
ously at work striving to belittle the recent 
growth of the cities and their suburbs on this side 
of the bay, and this reported record of the trans- 
bay passenger movement on Thursday is one of 
the evidences. 


The real facts, if given out, would prove con- 


clusively that the population is on this side of the 
bay, and the purpose of keeping down the record 
of the transbay passenger movement by the San 
Francisco newspapers is to obscure that fact, just 
in the same way that the Oakland bank clearings 
and the gains in^ business of Oakland merchants 
and the output of Oakland's manufacturing indus- 
tries and commerce are being manipulated by 
them to obscure Oakland's growth in population 
and industrial and commercial prosperity. It is 
small business for anybody to be engaged in, but 
there are some people who are sufficiently small 
and narrow-minded to indulge in it all the same, 
losing sight of the main and more important fact 
that Oakland and the other communities on this 
side of the bay cannot flourish without benefiting 
the metropolis also. The broader-minded and more 
sensible course to follow would be to give this 
side of the bay proper credit for everything that is 
being done and that is taking place as a means of 
inter-community benefit, for all of the San Fran- 
cisco bay communities have a common interest at 
stake. 
California Apple Growing. 


California promises to become as famous as an 


apple-grower as it has bec6me as an orange-pro- 
ducer. Orange culture is quite as productive in 
the northern end of the belt—in Southern Siski- 
you, Shasta, Butte and Placer counties—as it is 
in the southern extremity, namely, in Riverside, 
Orange, San Bernardino, San Digeo and Los An- 
geles counties, while the mid section of the seven- 
hundred-mile belt—in Tulare, Fresno and other 
San Joaquin valley counties—promises to develop 
in future as the chief orange-growing region. 


Meantime, the humble industry of apple-grow- 


ing which has been supposed to belong exclusive- 
ly to the temperate zone—that is, to territory 
where the winters are severe—is growing apace 
in semi-tropic California, and, in the matter of 
profit to the producer is crowding the citrus in- 
dustry hard in the struggle for supremacy. 


California is, in fact, in the contest today with 


Oregon for supremacy as an apple-growing State. 
For nearly half a century Oregon was supposed 
to be without a peer in this industry, having out- 
ranked New York, famous for generations for its 
pippins. But California is beginning to put in a 
claim for the palm. 


Indeed, for forty years past, the Julian district, 


in San Diego county, has won the first prize in all 
horticultural fairs for the best apple displays 
against all comers. The district has just had an 
"apple day" celebration which has demonstrated 
that its standing as an apple-producer is still un- 
impaired. 


For the past twenty years the Pajaro valley 


has, however, been the chief field of the California 
apple-growing industry. The fame of its orchards 
has for jears extended to European countries and 
the British isles. This year there is strong com- 
petition between Austrian and British buyers for 
the crop. The crop is unusually large. The Belle- 
fleur crop has gone to the southern counties and 
to Montana and other Northwestern States. The 
Newton Pippin crop, which is estimated to total 
at least one thousand carloads, goes to Europe and 
Great Britain, returning to the growers in the val- 
ley approximately $600,000. The output of the 
Pajaro apple-growing district this year will, it is 
presumed, exceed, in fact, $1,000,000. 


Now the Riverside Press notes that that 


count}' is going into the apple-growing business, 
the Yucaipe valley and Oak Glen districts being 
extensively planted in apple trees. Hundreds of 
acres in these more elevated districts, adjacent to 
the Redlands and Riverside orange districts, have 
been planted in apple orchards within the past two 
years, and over two hundred carloads are being 
shipped out of the district this year at a big profit 
to the orchardists, despite a long wagon haulage 
to the railroad. Verily, there is no limit to Cali- 
fornia's horticultural possibilities. 


The success of manual training and domestic 


science in the public schools of Oakland "and other 
places on this side of the bay has been so pro- 
nounced that the Hayward School Trustees are 
planning to introduce both of them in the Hay- 
ward Grammar School course, which is another 
indication that this progressive suburban town is 
up to date in every department of public work. 


ROOSEVELT PLANNED 


HEARST-PARSONS 
PACT 


(Brooklyn Bad*. October II.) 


•The anti-Tammany alllafsc* between William R. Hears*, th* lnd*pend 


ent candidate for Mayor, and Congressman Herbert Parson*, chairman of 
the New York County Republican Committee, to In a larg* meaeur* th* 
work of former President Roosevelt. 


•It la the direct outcome «f the nystertonri visit paid by MR Heant to 


Mr. Roosevelt at' the White Home IMt Norember, and while tt would man- 
ifestly be an exaggeration of fact to any that the former Preddent to direct- 
tag the present campaign. It may be poelthrely averted that he to kept con- 
stantly advised of the situation and that every step thus far taken by Con- 
gressman Parsons has the hearty approval of Mr. Roosevelt." 


This remarkable statement was mad* to a reporter of the Bagto today 


by a well-known Manhattan lawyer, a man who enjoys the confidence not 
only of many of th* former President's Intimate associates, but also of sev- 
eral of the political and business friends of Mr. Heant Trie lawyer spend* 
much of his time In Washington, and tt was while he was there last winter 
that he Teamed from official sources that at the meeting between Roosevelt 
and Hearst an agreement, amounting almost to a bond, was entered Into to 
accomplish the overthrow of Tammany Han. 


"The visit of Mr, Hearst to the White House ottvthe evening of Novem- 


ber 1C last," continued the lawyer, "has never hitherto been satisfactorily 
explained, hut In view of recent developments I see no reason why the facts 
should be longer withheld from the public. 
The story, aa It came to me 


from sources that I know to be trustworthy. Is as follows: 


INVITED BY ROOSKTOI/r TO CAJX AT WHITE HOUSE. 


"A day or two before the conference took place Mr. Hearst, who was 


then In Washington, received through a third party—a personal friend of 
mine—a pressing Invitation to call upon the President at the White House. 
Mr. Hearst considered for a brief time and then sent'to the President a reply, 
stating In effect: 'Both you and I are fighting for principles. For many of 
the principles for which you stand I also stand, and for you personally I 
have the highest respect. 
I do not, however, believe that it would be the 


part cf wisdom for us to meet at the present time. The meeting might bi 
misconstrued by the public to your serious Injury. 
On due consideration I 


believe that you yourself will take this view of the situation' 


"Although the message was politely phrased It was, nevertheless, very 


firm. Mr. Hearst really thought that the President would look at the mat- 
ter In a light similar to his own and expected to' hear nothing further from 
the White House. To his astonishment not long after Mr. Roosevelt received 
the reply the President sent another message to Mr. Hearst, emphasizing 
the Invitation. 
To this Mr. Hearst answered that he was still of his first 


opinion, but that if the President Insisted he would, of course, yield and visit 
the White House. 
• 


ROOSEVEM INSISTED ON MEETING. 
* 


"President Roosevelt did insist—In fact, he Insisted very strenuously. 


He Informed Mr. Hearst that he (the President) would be at the White 
House all day Monday, November IS, and that he would be pleased to see 
the New York editor at any hour, morning, afternoon or evening. Mr. 
Hearst replied that it would be difficult for him to meet the President on 
the day named, as he (Hearst) had many engagements to fulfill. 
He men- 


ti«ned that In the evening of the day named he had arranged to attend the 
theater with his family. 


"More Insistent than ever-, Mr. Roosevelt thereupon sent Secretary Loeb 


to Mr. Hearst with instructions to ask the editor If he could not call at the 
White House between the acts of the play. To this Mr. Hearst agreed, though 
against his better Judgment. 
- 
' 


"As the newspapers of the following day announced. President Roose- 


velt and Mr Hearst were In conference for some time at about 10 o'clock 
that evening, but the object of the conference could not be learned. 
As a 


matter of fact, as soon as Mr. Hearst arrived the President got right down t> 
business. 


OVERTHROW OP TAMMANY OUTLINED AT CONFERENCE. 


"He Informed Mr. Hearst that his chief aim, Mr. Taft having been 


electea^to the Presidency, was to accomplish the overthrow of Tammany 
Hall In New York. He told the editor that he (the President) had every con- 
fidence in the ability of Congressman Parsons as leader at the New York 
Republican machine, but that he realized that It would be Impossible to de- 
stroy Tammany unless Mr. Hearst would consent to become a party to the 
plan. 


"The upshot of It a^ll was that when President Roosevelt and Mr. Hearst 


parted company that evening they had practically entered Into a binding 
agreement to seek the overthrow of Tammany at this election. And In view 
of the 'inside story' of that remarkable meeting, now made public for the 
first time, the developments of the last week In the municipal campaign are 
easy to understand. 


"Both Roosevelt and Hearst sought the destruction of Tammany. 
Mr. 


Hearst, as he has repeatedly declared, did not want personally to enter the 
Mayoralty race, but when Justice Gaynor failed to repudiate the rest of the 
Tammany ticket there was no alternative. And Mr. Parsons, familiar with 
all the details of the Roosevelt-Hearst pact, accepted with greater pleasure 
than otherwise the advent of Mr. Hearst and will continue to contribute to 
the working1 out of the agreement. 


ROOSEVEI/T INFORMED OP PRESENT 6ITTJATIOW. 


"In the meanwhile Mr. Roosevelt, though far away In the jungles of 


Africa, is not beyond the cable's reach. 
Of every important move In the 


campaign he has been speedily Informed, and the situation has his approval. 
It is no secret that powerful Influences have been brought to bear on Ot'o 
A. Bannard, the Republican candidate for Mayor, to withdraw In favor of 
Mr. Hearst. 
Thus far they have not been successful. 


"BIG STICK" MAY FORCE BANNARD'S RETIREMENT. 


"But should the time arrive—as It may—when In the judgment of Mr. 


Roosevelt Mr. Bannard's retirement should become feasible—well, the 'big 
stick' is still persuasive. 


"Possibly this story will be denied. Politics warrants many things which 


would otherwise not happen. But you may take It from me that the story 
is absolutely accurate In all Its essential details and that In the end Its truth 
will be officially admitted." 


EDITOR'S NOTE—The chief subject of President Roosevelt's conversa- 


tion with Mr. Hearst was NOT any future political contest In New York City, 
but the Standard OH letters, the public men exposed in them and others 
whose names had not yet been disclosed. The activity of Standard Oil In 
New York politics and particularly In Brooklyn politics was Incidentally 
mentioned.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—The postof- 


flce department has Issued a fraud or- 
der against the 
Guarantee 
Securities 
Company of Los Angeles, Cal., depriving 
them of the use of the mails. The con- 
cern was engaged In the business of pur* 
chasing stock for people not having suffi- 
cient capital to buy outright 
and ac- 
cepting payment on the Installment plan. 
Delivery of the stock was not to be made 
until all Installments were paid. • The 
concern advertised extensively in metro- 
politan papers and got the bulk of its 
business through this method. In the ad- 
vertisement it was stated that no Inter- 
est, commission or other charges would 
be made for purchasing stocks. 
A circular issued and sent through the 
mall entitled "Stocks and How to Buy 
Them" represented that on the receipt of 
the first installment the entire amount 
of stock desired would be purchased at 
the prevailing market price and held un- 
til the receipt of the last Installment, 
when It would be sent to the owner. 
The Investigation made by tho postal 
inspector developed the fact that It was 
the practice of the concern, when stocks 
were ordered on the Installment plan, to 
make no attempt to purchase them, but 
to 
retain 
the money. 
Delivery 
was 
made only upon tha payment of the last 
Installment and only then If the market 
values had In the meantime decreased. 
The concern relied on the decrease to 
fulfill their obligations and did not Intend 
to deliver stocks which had Increased In 
value. 
The Inspector who conducted the Inves- 
tigation found the concern consisted of 
one Junior Sloan, and who was without 
any financial responsibility. Sloan stated 
that the assets of the concern amounted 
to between $10,000 and $15,000, consist- 
ing of stocks, bonds, etc., but when asked 
to exhibit them could find certificates of 
stock amounting to a total of only |C5.

As number of American fight 
fans who spent much of last winter In Paris and attended the Lewie fights, 
have told me that they did not draw any too well, and that It was quite 
doubtful if the promoter made any money out of the venture. 
LEWIS CHALLENGES PAPKE. 
Just before sailing Willie Lewis issued a challenge to Billy Papke, In 


which he offered to fight him for a $5000 side bet, in addition to the gate 
receipts. Willie, it may be observed, was well on his way to Europe before 
Papke could reply. Had he remained a day or so longer he would have 
learned that Papke, besides accepting his challenge, offered to donate $500 
to charity if Lewis would deposit his money in some place where he could 
get a look at It. 


Lewis no doubt anticipated just such a reply, and that, no doubt, is what 


hastened his departure 
However that may be, Papke is quite likely to cross 
over to the other side and learn from Lewis personally whether or not he 
meant what he said. Every time I hear about a fighter or his manager offer- 
ing to bet $5000 on a match I'm reminded of Jimmy RothwelPs philosophical" 
remarks on the subject of betting. 


PARIS WAXTS CHAMPIONS. 


Kid McCoy, who recently spent several months in Paris, during which 
time he gave much earnest thought to the boxing game, was not impressed 
with the place as a fruitful field for the American boxer. 
"The only men 


who draw any money worth mentioning," said McCoy, "are the champions, 
the others are lucky if they make expenses. 
Had the sport looked good to 
me," he continued, "I should have opened a boxing club myself, as I was in 
right in Paris and had the best of backing. The class of fighters, with the 
possible exception of Sam McVey, who have been fighting in France during 
the last two winters," said the Kid, "have been getting for their services 
about \vhat the preliminary fighters over here are paid in the semi-finals. 
You will see from this that they have to do a good deal of fighting In order 
to make a living." 


CAREEBS OF HAS-BEENS. 


Kid McCoy seems to have class enough to be able to get along and make 
a good living for himself without having to run either A ginmill or a boxing 
club—v, hich seems to be several points better than many prizefighters I know 
are capable of doing. The Kid dresses well, travels a great deal and always 
stops at the highest priced hotels. He owns his own automobile and Is never 
without a good .sized bankroll In his jeans. How he does it I don't know, 
but he lines, ana that convinces me that he possesses much more talent than 
the general run of prizefighters. 


JIM CORBETT PROSPEROUS. 
Jim Corbett and Bob Fitzsimmona are also among the champions that 
were who are not compelled to run saloons or boxing clubs in order to keep 
a bank account, which, to me, is an evidence of superior ability to the general 
run of prize-ring gladiators 
Corbett and Fitzsimmons are stage artists of 


no mean ability 
This is especially true of Corbett, whose dramatic talent Is 


sufficiently in demand to enable him to fill theatrical engagements at a high 
salary the year round. Fits:, while no slouch at acting, has to depend a great 
deal upon his talented wife to make a go of the sketch. Jim Corbett, with 
few exceptions, is one of the highest salaried stage artists in the country. 
He is now filling a successful engagement in England, and has been booked 
up for the entire season when he com.es home, which will be about the 1st 
of December. 


Frank Erne, who was a champion a few years ago, Is running a boxing 


club m Paris. It is no ordinary affair, however, as Frank's clientele Is made 
up chiefly of swell young Parisians who have discarded la savate for boxing 
a la Queensberry.

GEORGE (PONY) MOORE. 


In contemplating the life of the late 


George Washington (Pony) 
Moore one 


gets a glimpse of a broad sporting char- 
acter of the old kind—a kind which Is 


. seen but seldom In England nowadays. 
I While Moore was bom In America 
he 


| lived so much of his life In England that 
he was really considered an Englishman 
at the time of his demise. At the time 
of his death "Pony" Moore was 90 years 
of age. He was bom In America on Feb- 
ruary :22, 1820. Young Moore was a pre- 
cocious chap and at the age of seven- 
teen he was riding ponies In a New York 
circus. 
In this way he gained the so- 


briquet of "Pony"—a name which stuck 
to him as long as he lived. 
Fond of 


music from childhood, he was master of 
the violin at fifteen and soon after at- 
taining his majority he formed a min- 
strel troupe. 
The company was small 


at first but It subsequently developed 
Into a strong and powerful troupe. With 
this company of minstrels—mostly negroes 
—Moore toured the United States. At the 
age of 39 he came to England and at 8t 
James Hall. Piccadilly, ran 
for 
many 


years, tha Christy. .Minstrels.. 


WELL-KNOWN SONGS. 


The troupe 
Included the 
wonderful 


tenor. John Rawllnson. whose song, "Oh, 
Would I were a Bird," put fortunes Into 
the pockets of many. 
Subsequently the 


minstrels became known as the Moore & 
Burgess company and was strengthened 
by the well-known coon Finger. Eugene 
Stratton. Stratton, as well as ex-cham- 
pion boxer, Charley Mitchell, married a 
daughter of Mr. Moore. For many years 
"Pony" Moore was to be seen at his cor- 
ner as "bones" and his songs, 
chiefly, 


"Hear Dem Bells" and "Ada with the 
Golden Hair." were chortled In every part 
of the country. 
Fifteen years ago Mr. 


Moore sold out 
However, at the age 


"f 82 he again faced the footlights at 
a benefit given for Frank Glenlster, the 
manager of the London Pavilion. 


"Pony" Moore was a keen sportsman. 


In the states he owned several trotters 
hut sold them on coming to England and 
Rave his undivided attention to boxing. 
His Interest In this branch of athletics 
was Increased by the marriage of 
his 


ilaughter to Charley Mitchell. 
"Pony" 


always vowed that the equal of Mitchell 
never lived and there were many others' 
who shared this view. 
Three times did 


"Pony" cross the Atlantic to see Charley 
in his big battles. When Mitchell fought 
John L.. Suillvap In Prance twenty-one 
years ago, Mr. Moore, although verging 
on seventy, was one of the most active 
men 
In th« corner of his son-in-law. 


"Pony" had charge of the brandy bottle 


that cold, bleak day In March when 


Charley Rowell, one of Mitchell's seconds, 
and Jack Baldock begged the old gen- 
tleman to give them a "nip" from the 
bottle. 
"Pony" refused and they tried 


to take It by force but found the old 
port able to hold his own against them. 
"Pony" always thought the fight should 
have gone to a finish and declared that 
Mitchell would have won under these cir- 
cumstances.

DR. JAMES B. ANGELL. 


Dr. James B. Angell, known as the 


Grand Old Man of Michigan, has retired 
from the presidency of the State Univers- 
ity after thirty-eight years of holding 
that position 
He was born January 7, 


1S29, in Seltuate, R I. His mother was 
noted for her beauty and she happily 
lived to see* her son reach position as 
one of the foremost educators of the day. 
He entered Brown University in 1845 with 
the intention of becoming a minister, but 
was compelled to abandon his design by 
throat trouble which affected his vocal 
chords. He graduated In 1849 and spent 
several years In the South and Europe. 


Upon his return he became a professor 


of modern languages at his alma mater 
and seven years later was made editor of 
the Providence Journal 
Six years later 


he became president of the University of 
Vermont. 


In 1871 he removed to Ann Arbor and 


took up his life work as president of the 
University of Michigan. 


Dr. Angell was appointed Minister to 


China and later was United States Mln- 


I ister to Turkey. 


Although an octogenarian Dr. Angell Is 


hale and hearty. 
In reply to a, question 


as to what he would do, now that he had 
retired from the Ann Arbor Univeisity, 
he said. 


"I wish you could tell me that 
I am 


just 
beginning 
today 
to 
understand 


that that's a question which is likely to 
cause me serious trouble 
I realize noV 


that I shall have to begin Immediately 
to plan w hat to do wi th 
my time. 
I 


have never before had any 
time 
to 


waste. 
. 
"Today, although I may be officially 


' dead, I think I shall begin to manage to 
live, especially after I have had time to 
collect myself and look around to see 
all that there is for a man of leisure to 
enjoy. 
I am going to find out what life 


means when there Is no weight of 
re- 


sponsibility on a man's shoulders " 


Dr. Angell will not find all his time 


hanging heavy on his hands, even If he 
doesn't succeed in getting: used to "Idle- 
ness," as he terms his newly found con- 
dition. Besides being president emeritus 
his connection with tin1 university 
will 


continue as an active instructor. He will 
meet classes in international law, a sub- 
ject with which perhaps no man In the 
United States is more thoroughly con- 
versant than James B. Angell.
